New
contracts will include a clause with the requirement to report priority
admissions referrals which are refused to both the local SPOA and OMH
field office.
b. Requirement will be added to Monthly Utilization Report to include the
names of all people on the waitlist.
c. CHPS Generic admission prioritizations will be modified to include
Congregate Care backfills.
d. AGREEMENT: For Priority Admissions status into OMH (but not HUD)
programs, persons in ‘temporary’ housing status may be counted as
homeless.
